Srrarrs papers last week informed their 
readers that the Admirala of the ‘British 
squadrons on the China, Australia, and 
East India stations were all expected at 
Singapore near the end of that week, This 
conference has been expected for some time, 
the stated reason for it being the condition 
of affairs in the Far East. It is to be 
presimed that by this time the Adwirals 
have met and compared their ideas, What 
these may be, gonerully speaking, it is 
impossible to guess; but there is one point 
at least upon which they must be agreed, 
since it arises from fucts about whioh there’ 
is no discussion, That point is the upset 
of the balunce of naval power in thy Far 
East during the past two years.. Great 
Britain had two years ago the most 
powerful and most, numerous fleet; not 
Jong. before that, she outnumbered: any two 
_ flecta in Chinese waters; but now how doa: 
- ahe stand? As: is. a well-known fact, 
Russia: has been making enormous additions 
of late to her Pacific ‘ficet, and is continuing 
to make more; Britain is not a0: deing; nor 
indeed. has she been muking any appredable 
increase in her ‘naval forces out her, 90 
that now tbe relative positions of the British 


“guns; the Rayarix, 3,200 tons and§ guns, 


jother abips with the slightest. pretences to 


much nearer approach to numerical equality. 


‘and ‘that Tapac, with her great navy, is 
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and Russian fleets, are entirely altered. 
Thia statement is easily verified. We have 
on this -station four battleships; the Albion, 
Glory, Ocean,and Vergeance,all of 12,95 0 tons.
